Wide Areas ‘Greatly 
Relieve Situation 

Ottawa, Ont.—At least temporary 
relief from drouth wag provided over 
wide areas in the prairie provinces by 
rains during the past-week, This was 
rendered more effective by moderate 
temperatures, according to the weekly 
telegraphic crop report issued by the 
Dominion Bureau of Statistics. The 
serious dangers from grasshoppers is 
emphasized, ' 

“Drouth has had a damaging effect 
On crop growth across the southern 
part of Canada from eastern Quebec 
to the Rockies. ‘Heavy rainfall has 
greatly improved conditions in the 
Maritime provinces. Drouth prevails 
throughout Quebec, with growth of 

all crops retarded. Rain.is. urgently 
needed. Similar conditions prevail in 
Ontario, where the dry weather has 
adversely affected nearly all crops.” 

Grain producers in the prairie prov- 
inces are encountering many trials, 
particularly drouth, heat, hail, insects 
and disease, Grasshoppers are becom- 
ing migratory and seriously threaten 
the crops over large southern areas of 
the three provinces.
